to de oltheit lect (whic!, they terme the familie of loue) by othe 02 otherwile deny any thing foꝛ their aduantage, ſo as 
though many of them are well knowen to be teachers a ſpzeaders abꝛoade of theſe dangerous and damnableſects, 
yet by their owne confeſſion they can not be condemned, whereby they are moꝛe dangerous in any Chꝛiſtian Realme: 
T derckoꝛe her Maieſtie being very loꝛp to ſee ſo great an euill by the malice of the Deuil firſt begun and pꝛactiſed in 
other countreps, to be now bꝛought into this her Realme, and that by her Biſbops and oꝛdinaries, ſbee vnderſtandett

And whereſoeuer ſuch bookes ſhalbe found after the publication hereof, in cuſtodie of any 
perſon, other then ſuch as the oꝛdinaries ſhall permitte, to the intent to peruſe the ſame fo2 confutation thereof, the 
lume perſos to be attached and committed to cloſe p2iſon.thcre to remaine,o2 other wiſe by law to be condemned, vntill 
thc ſame ſhalbe purged and cleared of the ſame Hereſies oꝛ ſhalrecant the ſame and be thought meete by the oꝛdinarie ol 
the place to be deliuered. And that whoſocucr in this Realme ſhall either pzint,oz bꝛing oz cauſe to be bꝛought into this 
valme,any ofthe ſaid bookes, the ſame perſons to be attached and committed to pꝛilon, and to receiue ſuch bodily pu⸗ 
alhment and other mulct, as fautozs of damnable Hereſies. And to the exetution hereot her Maieſtie chargeth all her 
 Olticers and Miniſters both Eccleliaſtitall and Tempoꝛal, to haue ſpecial regard, as they will anfwere not only afoze 
God, whoſe glozie and tructh is by theſe damnable ſects greatly ſought to be defaced, but allo will auoyde her Ma⸗ 
{es indignation Which in luch caſes as theſe are, they ought not to eſcape , if they ſhal be found negligent x careleſſe,
